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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments presented in the response filed 
on 01-May-2007 are not deemed persuasive: 

The Applicant argues that, "Garrison does not disclose data stored in an obfuscated format". The argument is not deemed persuasive 
because Garrison, in paragraph 47 of his invention states: "For example, although other embodiments are possible, the security 
information can be stored in a security data table 57 in which each entry of the security data table 57 corresponds to a user and indicates 
which information is accessible to the user. Therefore, through techniques known in the art, the server 17a is designed to retrieve the 
entry in the security data table 57 corresponding to the user of client 14. Then, the sen/er 17a is configured to determine whether the 
information requested by the client 14 is accessible to the user of client 14", where "obfuscated format" is read on "security and access 
control teachings". 

The Applicant argues that, "Garrison does not disclose determining an accessible predefined query based on query permissions stored 
within a key crystal". The Examiner respectfully disagrees. A "predefined query" is read on Garrison's "request is a predetermined code 
word" in paragraph 46. Paragraph 47 of Garrison cleariy teaches using encryption keys ("a key crystal") to access the data. 

The Applicant argues that, "Garrison does not disclose a predefined query directing an iterator to access data". The Examiner disagrees 
and directs the Applicant to the remarks made for the previous argument about predetermined query and utilizing an encryption key to 
access the data, taught by Garrison. 

The Applicant argues that, "Garrison does not disclose a predefined query directing an iterator to deobfuscate data". The Examiner 
disagrees and directs the Applicant's attention to paragraph 47 of garrison in view of "decrypting" taught by Garrison. 
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
